A constabulary relief detachment re- 
ports 12 persons were drowned and 
one killed by lightning at Talisay, and 
that three persons were drowned at 
Lemery. The government is hurrying 
relief trains to the scene.

FOR TARIFF BOARD. 
First of Legislation Favored by Taft 
Passes House. 

After considering the matter for 
more than seven hours under a special) 
rule the house of representatives by a 
vote of 186 to 93 passed the bill pro 
viding for a permanent tariff board of 
five members. This is the first of the 
legislation recommended by President 
Taft to be adopted in the house thia 

session. 

The democrats split on the passage 
of the bill, and although Champ Clark, 
the minority leader, voted for the 
measure, ninety of his followers were 
recorded against it. The others wha 
voted in the negative were scattering 
republicans, The democrats voted to 
gether on various amendments to the 
bill, but in each instance they were 
defeated ‘and the bill was put through 
in exactly the shape it had come from 
the committee, The insurgent repub: 
licans voted ‘with the regulars of theit 
party in opposition to the democratic 
amendments and on the final passage 
of the bill.
